_ THE BRITISH NAVY, 

The inspection of tho’ Royal: Dockyards 
wust bave opened the eyes of ‘tha: lately 
appointed’ Lords Commissioners of tha 
Admiralty, especially those of them who have 
beld office in the department before, to tha 

great change. which hag come over the ‘work 
done at those eatablishments. Partly owing 
7to the policy of the late Administration 
forcad upon them by public opinion, and 
partly duo ta the extraordionry rofitting and 
repairing made necessary by the imminent 
»dangar of & great war, building has beon 
* practically transferrad to the private yards, 
“And whilo Messrs, Armstrong and Napier, 
the Hurle’ and Palmor shipbuilding com- 
panies, with tho Thames Ironworks and 
, others are constructing new. vessels, Porte. 
mouth, Devonport, and Chatham sre, mainly 
omployed in completing the’ ships’ ‘brought 
thore from other yards, and: preparing or 
refitting thoaa vessels either ulegady or goon 
to be in commission. Whether for:good or 
for uvil, there would’ seem to.be no doubt 
that'.in the future, much, if not the groater 
part, Of. the tonnage required for tha Royal 
Navy, will be built-in the private yards, And 
while it may be granted that it ia good and 
necessary to the'atrengthening of tha Navy 
that the private shipbuildara’bé familiarised 
with wat-ship;construction, it must ‘ba ro- 
meinbered also that such a step necoasitates 
that (he adequate defence of the rivers where- 
in these yards are situated be undertaken at 
Lhe public exponge, Moreover, itis vory ques- 
tionable whether the ealue of the Royal 
yards would not bo ditninished to a consider- 

. ablo extent” sbould they be given dver alto. 
- gether to repatring work. or some ten 
years the nuwber of ships laid down at theae 
yards bus been graduslly getting teas, until 
during the presgut year no vessels at all bave 
been commenced at Portsmouth, Pembroke, 
and Chatham, and only a gun-vessel or two 
at Devonport and Shearnass; and this 
despite the fact thativ the Naval Istimates 
for tho laatstwo years, and even in tho at- 
tenuated Programme of Lord: Northbrook, 
several vessels have appeared, aod money 
voted for their construction at those yards. 
When we com to look more particularly 
into this matter, the reason for thia 
js, not easily explained. At the pri cipal 
. naval port, the only vessels laid down since 
1380 bare been the armourchids. Oamperdnun 
and Impérieuse, with one corvette, Of these 
the Camperdown hea not advanced very 
quickly, owing io part to the efforts that 
“have recently been made to concentrate the 
labonr upon’ those vessels more advauced ; 
still sbe will probably be ready for launching 
some time next year, The Impérieuse, come 
menced in December, 1883, will be ready for 
cothtmisaion about the time the Camperdown 
ts Inunched ; and the Calliope corvette ia atill 
in an incomplete condition. In the Estimates 
for 1884-85 and 1885-86 ubout £15,000 was 
voted towards building uavthor ironalad at 
thie port, but nothing bas been done, and 
until the Camperdowa is launched it ie: ims 
‘probable that the promise will be fulfilled. 
Apainet this vessel may be placed, however, 
one of thona iroadlads. which was supposed 
to ba an addition, and which is being built 
in a private yard.
